G.S.R. 642. —Whea'eas the Central Government is of opinion that, for maintaining 
supplies of adequate quantities of wheat in the open market, it is necessary so to 
do. 


Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the 
Essential Commodities Act, 195B (10 of 1055), and in supersession of the Wheat 
(Regulation of Use in Roller Mills) Order, 1958, published with the notification 
of the Government of India in the Ministry of Food and Agriculture (Department 
of Pood) No. Cl.S.R. 638-A, dated the 25tn. July, 1958 as amended from time to 
time, the Central Government hereby makes the following Order, namely;— 

1. Short Title, Extent and Commencement,— (1) This Order may be called the 
Bombay Roller Flour Mills (Regulation of Use of Wheat) Order, 1959. 

(2) It extends to the whole of the State of Bombay. 

(3) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Definitions. —In this Order,— 

(a) “owner”, in relation to a roller mill, includes a person in charge of 

the mill; 

(b) “roller mill” means a flour mill in which disintegration of wheat is done 

by grooved steel or iron rollers worked by power; 

(c) “wheat products" means maida, rawa, sooji, atta, resultant atla and 

bran. 

3. Indigenous Wheat not to be used in Roller Mills. —No owner of a roller mill 
shall use or cause to be use.d indigenous wheat for the manufacture of any wheat 
product. 

4. Wheat which may he used in Roller Mills.— No owner of a roller mill shall 
purchase or cause to be purchased, bv any means whatsoever, for use or con¬ 
sumption in the mill, any wheat other than wheat which is made available to it 
by the Central Government in such quantity as, in the opinion of that Govern¬ 
ment, is reasonable having regard to the quantity of wheat used for the manu¬ 
facture of wheat products in the mill during a period of six months immediately 
preceding the thirtieth day of June, 1968. 

5. Effect of Order. —The provisions of this Order shall be in addition to. and 
not in derogation of, the provisions of Wheat Roller Flour Mills (Licensing and 
Control) Order, 1967.
